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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
neither discloses nor suggests, in combination with the other limitations in the 
independent claims, each of the plurality of elongate members, comprising two 
channels on opposite sides of and below the food contact surface - or having an 
inverted "T" or an "anchor" shaped cross-section, being spaced from an adjacent 
elongate member. 

The examiner notes, for the sake of clarity that, per the specification, the 
"anchor" shape refers to the conventional shape analogous to the inverted "T", such 
that channels are formed on opposite sides of the central food contact surface. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
